En route from Los Angeles to this 
city today Arbuckle denied responsibil- 
ity for the girl’s death. 

Arbuckle Issues Statement. 

He issued a statement in which he 
said: 

“While I was at the St. Francis 
hotel, San Francisco, Monday, Miss 
Rappe, Mrs. Maude Delmont and Al. 
Seminacher, manager for Miss Rappe, 
came to my rooms at my invitation to 
have a few drinks. I was clad in pa- 
jamas, bathrobe and bedroom slippers 
and was having my breakfast when 
they entered. We sat in the room, had 
a few drinks and aaa over matters 
that concerned us. 

“ Shortly after Miss ieee had tak- 

en a.few drinks she became hysterical 


}and complained she could not breathe

Landis Ready 


To Reconsider 


Wage Awards 


; Judge Landis announced from his 
fishing camp at Burt Lake, Mich., last 
night that he stands ready to grant 
a rehearing to the building unions 
which are dissatisfied with the wage 
award. 

This news, promising peace in the 
,building world, hardly had been dis- 
seminated among labor chiefs when 
representatives of 14,000 union car- 
penters, attending a meeting of the 
Carpenters’ District Council at 505 
South State street, unanimously voted 
to reject the $1 an hour wage offered 
them by the two employers’ organiza- 
tions. 

A resolution was passed demanding 
the enforcement of the old scale of 
$1.25 an hour until May 31, 1922. Little 
hope is entertained that the union will 
recede from this attitude at another 
conference to be held with the As- 
sociated Builders tomorrow. 

See Peace in Other Crafts. 

With the exception of the carpenters, 
Judge Landis’ message, it is believed, 
will have a beneficial effect in inducing 
the other dissatisfied crafts which 
have walked out to return to their 
jobs tomorrow pending the rehearing. 

When informed the public was eager- 
ly awaiting some expression from him, 
Judge Landis sent the following reply 
to THE- TRIBUNR: 

“Certainly if either party desires a 
rehearing it can have it.” 

Immediately following the receipt of 
the message, Thomas 8S. Kearney, pres- 
ident of the Chicago Building Trades 
council, issued an appeal for every 
building trade mechanic and laborer to 
remain at work until arrangements 
were made for a rehearing. 

Tells of Men’s. Grievances. 

“Az number of the unions have griev- 
ances to settle when a rehearing is 
held by Judge Landis.”" Khe said. ‘Some 
of the unions have been hit harder 
than others in the wage award and it 
is difficult to keep them at work. But 


ences can be ironed out. 

“In the meanwhile the workers 
should remain solidly behind officials 
of the union. The news that he will 
grant a rehearing should keep those 
workers on the job who have not al- 
ready quit, and should send the others 
back to work. I believe the men will 
have time to think matters over on. 
Sunday and will listen to reason and 
go back Monday morning.” 

Employers Standing Pat. 

Both employers’ organizations, the 
Associated Builders and the Building 
Construction Employers’ association, 
are standing pat on the stand they have 
taken that the Landis decision must 
be abided by both in letter and spirit 
by contractors and workers alike.

They 
then announced they would abide nej- 
ther by the wage scale nor working 
rules promulgated by the arbitrator.

Alamo Escapes 


The Alamo, “the cradle of ‘Texas 
liberty," escaped damage by waters 
due to its elevation. 


San Antonion is a city of about 
475,000 people. Besides being the larg- 
est city in Texas, it is also the military 
heAdquarters for Texas and,New Mexi- 
co, and has a division stationed here. 

Troops under Col. Porter opened 
headquarters in the federal building 
shortly after midnight arid are patrol- 
ling the city and aiding in rescue work. 
Relief measures are being supervised 
by the military and civil authorities. 


Other Texas Areas Suffer. 


Dallas, Tex., Sept. 10.—High winds 
and heavy rains which. swept south 
exas late yesterday and early today 
in one of the most severe storms in 


several years, causing property dam-. 


age of thousands of dollars and injury 
to numbers of people, has subsided late 
today, according to reports received 
here from cities in the area touched 
by the storm.

Uaredo, Mexico, was destroyed. This 
cut off traffic entirely between the two 
border points. In last advices the 
business district of Larédo was _re- 
‘ported inundated.

If this section is a 
fair criterion, not one farmer in twenty 
speculated in land. A few bought land 
for homes. Most of them were afraid. 
If this year’s crop returns based on 
present year labor and material costs 
and pre-war land costs pay even one-- 
half of one per cent we are lucky.

The Zenger trial was the ultimate re- 
sult a struggle of the people of 
New York against Gov.

Charge Report Distortion 
to Show Big Profits. 


Williston Fish, general manager of 
the Chicago Surface Lines, issued a 
statemént yesterday in answer to re- 
cent assertions that the “profits’” of the 
street car companies during the first 
seven months of 1921 were so large 
that a return at ieast in the general 
direction of the “5 cent fare” is to be 
expected. 

Described briefly, Mr. Fish’s state-, 
ment was a declaration that the pro- 
ponents of an immediate reduction in 
fares have taken an entirely wrong set 


of figures for the “profits” of the ines. ; 


He said the figures used were those de- 
rived from subtracting operating ex- 
penses from receipts. From these, he 
said, must be deducted the city’s share 
of the receipts, interest on indebted- 
ness, payments to sinking funds, cor- 
porate expenses, and federal taxes.

More than 1,000 tons of free ice was 
distributed to poor mothers and chil- 
dren of Chicago through THE TRIBUNE 
free ice fund this summer.

The paper seems to be justified in 
its stand from the fact that it receives 
no complaints about the brevity of the 
stories. About a half a column is de- 
voted to games played by the Brooklyn 
tearm. 
. “It is the aim of our paper,” Mr. Mc- 
Geehan said, “ to play sport news pure- 
ly on its merits. If it is real news, it 
is taken from the sporting section and 
placed on the first page of the paper. 
Professional sports in a great many 
instances are overplayed. This applies 
particularly to baseball, boxing, and 
racing. Probably the great sport story 
from a news standpoint is a fight for 
the heavyweight champlonship of the 
world. Appropriate space js given to 
that sfory. The world’s series baseball 
games come next, then perhaps a foot-

When in addition to folding air into 


heading, “ Beating Eggs : 
“Without taking into consideration 
‘the fact that eggs enrich mixtures, 
they are added either to thicken a mix- 
ture or to thicken and render a mix- 
ture light. Lightness is not always 
desirable, When eggs are added simply 
to thicken a mixture they should be 
beaten only until the whites and yolks 
are well mixed, i. e., without separat- 
ing the whites from the yolks and 
until a spoonful of the mixture can 
be taken up. and held in the spoon. A 
spoon, fork, whisk, or Dover egg beat- 
er may be used When the eggs are 
added to insure lightness the yolks 
and whites should be beaten separate- 
ly—the yolks until thick and lemon- 
colored, and the whites until dry. 


“Various textures may be given to 
the whites of eggs in beating by judi- 
cious selection of the utensil used. If 
a close texture be desired, choose ‘the 
Dover egg beater, and a looser texture 
is insured by the confectioner’s whisx: 
a still looser texture &y the flat beater. 
The reason for this lies in the fact 
that the whisk and flat beater carry 
into the mixture more air, half the 
utensil at each motion being first in 
the air and then in the egg, while the 
Dover beater is immersed in the egg 
until the’ egg is beaten, 

“In using the Dover egg beater let 
it rest lightly in the bowl, beating 


demonstrations we have ever had, I 
believe, always used a wire spoon for 
whipping eggs. These spoons have 
a rather heavy wire for rim, with 
lighter weight wires crisscrossed, to 
fillin. They used to be sold for about 
8 cents apiece, and the cook in ques- 
tion kept a supply on hand, as they 
wore outrapidly. In watching her you 
might easily believe that with three or 
four whisks the egg white under her 
hand became stiff and dry, and you 
would not be far off in your guess. 
The Skillful and Powerful Hand. 


You can only explain this by the word 
skill. By training and experience her. 
hand had become rarely skillful and 
powerful in this work. 

If cakes and omelets are difficult to 
make because of lack of skill in whip- 
ping eggs, a souffié is an impossible 
thing, and there are many of these 
light and fluffy things that are a de- 
light. In general, they are whipped 
eggs to which is added a purée of fruit 
or vegetables. A prune whip consists 
of sweetened egg white and sieved 
prunes. The quantity of the latter 
may vary, but should never be so large 
as to break down the air cells of the 
egg White. And this is true of what- 
ever Ingredient we add. 


The Incomplete Recipe. 

The old fashioned cooks were so/ 
afraid that a souffié would fall on its 
way from oven to table that they used 
a sheet of hot iron over it. But, if 
made rather emall and the eggs so 
whipped as to have body, a souffié will 
not fall even when it is cold. 

The cogking teachers do not write 
much about beating eggs. One ext 
book says that a person needs to see 
an omelet made in order to make one. 
In another book, for young students, 
after the recipe for creamy pmelet it,

When 1 Whites Alone. 

And here is what one of the older 
of the school cooks writes on the sub- 
ject of beating eggs: 

“The use of a whisk on a platter is 
the best way of converting the slip- 
pery egg white into a frothy, flaky 
mass, so firm and dry that it may be 
turned upside down without slipping 
from the platter. . ; 

“Egg beaters are not absolutely es- 
sential, for the work may be done with 
a fork, in time. The whisks are best 
‘for beating whites alone—those with 
cogwheels for the whole egg or for 


beating batters. 
“When yolk and white are mixed it 


is impossible to beat in as much air 
as into the white. alone, probably be- 
cause of the oil contained in the yolk. 
Even a very little of the yolk will pre- 
vent the white from becoming a stiff 
froth.” 

But you can beat yolks and a Hquid 
to almost a stiff froth perhaps for the 
game reason that you can make soap 
suds—the oil emulsifies.

No arms are 
just the same length from elbow to 
bottom or elbow to shoulder; nor are 
they the same size around, and s0, 
while the pattern may fit you perfect- 
ly, there will be no harm done in tak- 
ing the precaution of finding out first. 
Lay the sleeve on a board and bring 
the traced lines together that mark 
that outside seam. Pin and baste to- 
gether, basting from the elbow towards 
the bottom. If the material looks ever 
go slightly twisted or puckery, remove. 
the pins and put together so that there 
is perfect smoothness. Twisted seams 
make twisted looking sleeves. 

Be careful not to cut. around the 
armhole unless necessary. It should 
be large enough not to be felt, but it 
is fatal to cut it out too much. Around 
the front where the ‘curve is greatest, 
it is possible to stretch the material 
quite a little, and this is often done if 
there is a close feeling. The sized 
armhole for the average figure is 15 
inches or a little-over. In basting and

O'Neill, Gilpin, and the Provincetown Players. 
To the Playhouse tomorrow night comes “The Emperor Jones,” Eugene 
O’Nelill’s strange fantasy of the West Indies, acted by the Provincetown players 
from down Cape Cod way, with Charles Gilpin, a Negro, in the leading réle. 
The play and Gilpin’s acting of it have been hailed elsewhere as notable 
achievements, one critic, who usually knows whereof he speaks, ranking Gil- 
pin’s performance as the best piece of acting seen in New York last season. 

Cf the plays brought to light by the guilds, the Little theater companies, 
and the other organizations of amateurs and sermi-professionals, “ The Emperor 
Jones,” undoubtedly has made the deepest impres- 
sion in recent years. O'Neill, its author, is the son 
of James O'Neill, who used to wander up and down 
the country playin ‘The Count of Monte Cristo.” 
In his early years he shipped as a sailor on various 
voyages to South America and South Africa, played 
in vaudeville with his father, and settled down to a 
brief career as a newspaper reporter. In 1914 the

News Notes of the Theaters. 

Sarah Bernhardt, the indomitable, is again to visit America. No announce- 
ment to this effect comes from Paris, but the tidings may be accepted as au- 
thentic, for they have the authority of Edward J. Sullivan, formerly manager 
of the Studebaker in Chicago, arid now in charge of a playhouse in St. Louis. 
He traveled with Mme. Bernhardt oh all her American tours during a period 
of five years beginning in 1905, and has received from her a cablegram asking 
him to take charge of her affairs in the United States this season.

A Crusader Without Banners. 
The new story—for to all save those who were veniitiis the Atlantic Month- 


ly in 1875, when “Mrs. Farrell” appeared as a serial, it will be new—will 
neither diminish nor increase his solid fame. It will none the less provide a 
genuinely interesting and pleasing specimen of his workmanship while it still 
was,in far from the ‘prentice stages, but in the experimental 

It should never be forgotten that Mr. Howells had much to overcome. He 
was a crusader, although a genial one. He had to experiment, though he 
never compromised. His first novel, “ Their Wedding Journey” (1871), was 
emphatically an ‘experiment. As such, as a thing peculiarly fresh, winsome, 
and veracious, it was by some unrecognized, by some laughed at. Today it is 
a classic. In 1873 came “A Chance Acquaintance ”’; in 1874 “ A Con- 
clusion ’*. in 1876 the serial publication of “ Mrs. Farrell.” 

Mr. Howells was then 38 years old. He was in the fourth pa of his 
editorship of the Atlantic (1872-81). “ The Rise of Silas Lapham,” perhaps his 
masterpiece, lay ten years in the future, “ Venetian Life,” with all of cultura! 
growth it implied, was nine years behind him. And he had been thirteen years” 
married, a fact needing to be rpforded in a consideration of his earlier period of 
novel writing. 

Such are the biographical memorabilia helpful ** enjoying this new-old 
book as a piece of craftsmanship. Toa period nearly half a century gone does 
it belong, and yet in no constricted or tawdry sense does it “ date ""—any more 
than does, in that sense, Jane Austen date. The touch is soft, a little wistful, 


but sure. Such experimentation as some may discern is experimentation in . 


material, not in the presentation of material. Howells’ book of 1875 is 
fragrant and fresh and its style is of delicious and abiding purity because 
it is a true book—and because his method was a true method. It comes to 
us, therefore, not solely as a fine specimen of his work, but as a full vindication 
of his method. It does not drearily or dustily “ date.” 


That is the vinidieation. 
That is the test of masterpleces—of classics, eo-called. They are not good, 


because they are old; they are old because they are good. An enduring master-

must, per se, come from Mars. It is 


very fortunate that we have a neigh- 
bor world close by whose appearance 


indicates the presence of intelligent 
creatures on its face. 
Every time a wireless receiver buzzes 


a little out of the ordinary we areabie | 


to assert that we have just heard a 
bona fide code message in Martian 
language, inviting the TEarthians to 
hold converse across the blanks of 
space. Were Mars a desert planet 
like the moon we should be in a 
quandary as to who was sending. 

But this question has never been 
satisfactorily answered: How do we 
know it is Mars sending? Might it not 
be Venus, which is even nearer, or the 
moons of Jupiter, or even the moon 
Titan of Saturn? 

As is well known, the waves of wire- 
less move in spheres, concentrically 
outward from the point of emanation, 
and it is not possible, without refined 
and repeated observations, to locate the 
direction of the sender. In fact, at the 
present development ef wireless teleg- 
raphy and astronomy, communication 
with Mars is much more fanciful than

Albert Wins Victory. 

Before long the decisive moment 
came. There was a general election, 


and it became certain that the "Tories 


at last must come into power. The 
queen disliked them as much as ever, 
but with a large majority in the house 
of commons they would now be in a 
position to insist upon their wishes 
being attended to.

@s little friction as possible, inn’ with 
his consent the prince, following up the 
approchement which had begun over 
the regency act, opened a negotiation 
with Sir Robert Peel. In @ series of 
Secret interviews a complete under- 
standing was reached upon the diffi- 
cult and complex question of the bed- 
chamber. [Victoria on a previous oc- 
casion had insisted on naming her own 
household attendants.) 


Tke Turning Point. 

It was agreed that the constitutional 
point should not be raised, but that on 
the formation of the Tory government 
the principal Whig ladies should retire 
and their places be filled by others ap- 
pointed by Sir Robert. Thus in effect, 
though not in form, the crown aban- 
doned the claims of 1839, and they have 
never been subsequently put forward. 


The transaction was a turning point 
in the prince’s career. He had con- 
ducted an important negotiation with 
skill and tact; he had been brought 
into close and friendly relations with 
the new prime minister; it was ob- 
vious that a great political future 
lay before him. 

Victoria was much impressed and 
deeply grateful. “My dearest angel,” 
she told King Leopold, “is indeed a 
great comfort to me. He takes the 
greatest interest in what goes on, 
feeling with and for me, -and yet 
abstaining as he ought from biasing 
me either way, though we talk much 
on the subject, and his judgment is, 
as yoy say, good and mild.” 


Lord Melbburne Goes. 

She was in eed of all the com- 
fort and assistance he could give her. 
Lord Melbourne was going; and she 

could hardly bring herself to speak 
to Peel. Yes, she would discuss 
everything with Albert now! 


Stockmar watched the departure of 
Lord Melbourne with satisfaction. If 
all went well the prince should now 
wield a supreme political influence 
over Victoria. But would all go well? 

An unexpected development put the 
baron Into a serious fight. When the 
dreadful moment finally came, and 
the queen, in anguish, bade adieu to 
her beloved minister, it was settled 
between them that, though it would be 
inadvisable to meet very often, they 
could continue to correspond. 


Melbourne could not bear the thought 
of surrendering altogether the privilege 
and the pleasure of giving counsel to 
Victoria—of being cut off completely 
from the power and the intimacy which 
had been his for so long and in such 
abundant measure. Though he had de- 
clared that he would be perfectly dis- 
creet in his letters, he could not resist 
taking advantage of the opening they 
afforded. 

He discussed in detail] various public 
questions, and in particular gave the 
queen a great deal of advice in the 
matter of appointments. This advice 
was followed. 


The Last of Melbourne. 
Stockmar was much alarmed. He 


| wrote a memorandum pointing out the 


unconstitutional nature of Lord Mel- 
bourne’s proceedings and the unpleas- 
ant position in which the queen might 
find herself if they were discovered by 


Peel; and he instructed Anson to take 
this memorandum: to the ex-minister. 
Lord Melbourne, lounging on a sofa, 
read it through with compressed lips. 
“This is quite an apple pie opinion,” 
he said. 

He continued to write to the queen 
as before, and two more violent bom- 
bardments from the baron were needed 
before he was brought to reason. Then, 


gradually, his letters grew less and less 


frequent, with fewer and fewer refer- 
ences to publicsconcerns; at last they 
were entirely innocuous. The baron 
smiled. Lord M. had the in- 
evitable. 


Lehzen Is 


More than a year was to elapse before 
another and an equally momentous 
change was effected—the removal of 
Lehzen (1842). For, in the end, the ~ 
mysterious governess was conquered. 
The steps are unknown by which Vic- \e 
toria was at last led to accept her with- 
drawal with composure—perhaps , with 
relief; but it is clear that Albert’s do- 
mestic position must have been great- 
ly strengthened by the appearance of 
children. 

The birth of the princess royal had 


been followed in November, 1841, wh 


that the Prince of Wales; and be-! 
fore long another baby was expected. 
The baroness, with all her affection, | 
could have but a remote share in such 
family delights. She lost ground per- 
ceptibly. It was noticed as a phenome- 
non that, once or twice when the court 
traveled, she was left behind at Wind- 
sor. 

The prince was cautious; at the 
change of ministry, Lord Melbourne 
had advised him to choese that moment 
for decisive action; but he judged it 
wiser to wait. 


At length he perceived that he need 


hesitate no longer—that every wish 

every velleity of his had only to be 
expressed to be at once Victoria's. He 
spoke, and Lehzen vanished‘for ever. 
No more would she reign in that roya!

Midlothian Highlands to 
Use Tribune Idea.

Three hundred world war ‘fighters 
will have their names perpetuated by 
having 300 American elm trees plant- 
ed and named for them along one 
‘mile of thoroughfare in Chicago’s new 
subdivision—Midiothian Highlands, a 
“garden suburb” being developed. by 
John R. Robertson & Co. along lines 
advocated by the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards at its recent 
convention in Chicago. 

“Trees are one of the most impor- 
tant things in any community,” said 
John R. Robertson, “and in this in- 
stance when we plant 300 elms we're 
able to accomplish two results, beauti- 
fy the streets and carry out THE 
TRIBUNE war memorial idea.” 

Two Miles East of Midlothian Club. 


Midlothian Highlands comprises 160 
‘acres of rolling prairie land bounded 
by West 147th street on the north, 
South Central Park avenue on the 
east, South Crawford avenue on the 
weet and West i5ist street on the 
south. It adjoins the Midlothian sta- 


tion of the Rock Island, which is. 


about two miles east of the Midlothian 
Country club. The-300 war memorial 
trees will be planted next spring along 
147th etreet and Crawford avenue. 
“We've been trying for fifteen years 


fo buy the .Ludwig farm at Midlo- 


thian,” said “Mr. Robertson. “In 1908
